THE aOVESNMENT FOLIOY AN- 
IfOUNCED. 



The premier yesterday briefly and olo 
quently defined the- goverument policy. 
It ia audi aa will commond itself to every 
workinginan, business man and property 
holder in tlio prDvince. By its provisions 
tlio construction of the Island railway is 
assured; the drydock elepliaut passes from 
weak provincial into strong federal hands, 
and the mainland railway lands are lui- 
luuked. The value of every properly 
liolder's realeatato and the volume of every 
business man's trade are enhanced by 
this aettlement. The considoratiou given 
on the island is an area of land 250,000 
acres leas in extent than that voted the 
bogus Clements company lost session, and 
2,SOO,000 acres of land east of the Rooky 
Mountains which most people will now 
learn for the first time are the property 
of the province, and wliich in their pre- 
sent condition of isolation are of no value 
to this country. Aa 19,000,000 acres of 
provincial lands adjacent ivill be brouylit 
into market by the improvement of the 
tract ceded to the Dominion government, 
it will be seen that a tremendous barijain 
has been made for the province. Tlio 
govenuuont have done well, and their 
scheme should meet with the unanimous 
approval of the house as, wo tool sure, it 
will that of the country. 



SILLY ACCUSAriONS. 

Two respectable men, .rohn CJardiner 
aJid Honry Oliver, were indicted last 
Decombor at Moodyville for assault and 
robbery. They were tried at New Wost- 
ininster on Friday last and acciuittod. 
The learned judge inbiachargetothugrand 
jury referred tu this case and said "he did 
not think llie accusation could bo sus- 
tained." After hearing all the testimony 
presented by (ho crown on Friday ho said 
iij charging'ilie petty jury "there is no 
eorroborativr evidence, and the liberty of 
a man should not be placed in jeopardy 
by accusatiuns that cannot bo sustained." 
The evidence presented in court on Fri- 
day is a copy of the evidence .on which 
these men were committed, and as testi- 
mony it is utterly unworthy of notice, 
•lolin Demp.sy, half drunk on Christmas 
day, staggered -nto a saloon at iMuodyviUo 
where lio sav two or three persons [)lay- 
ing- cards. Oliver and CJardiner were 
there; be held the stakes. Oliver pro- 
duced a pistol and flourished it; Dempsy 
,/waB alarmed, and in a few minutes loft 
ond proceeded to his hotel in the village 
three hundred yards from the saloon. 
While proceeding in ttiat direction ho 
heard the footsteps of men approaching 
rapidly, one passed him; it was (Oliver, 
who turned and struck him several times 
with his hand and told him to go home. , 
.•^Ga^dine^ came up then and graspedj 
•Dempsy by the breast; he missed hisi 
watch and in a few minutes after the con- 
. stable found Oliver and tiardiner at their 
hotel. Ho searclied them and did not 
find the watch. There was no evidence^ 
to corroborato the statements made by. 
Dempsy; but all the probabilities wore in 
^ . favor of the prisoners. A man who robs' 
on the high roadiknows something of the 
influence possessed by a pistol when it ia 
pointed at the head. Would ho strike 
with his hand and let the pistol rest in his 
pdoket? After committing a rpbbory 
would these men go to their hotel within 
a liundred yards of the place whero the 
robbery was committodi The pistol 
that friglilened Dempsy was produced in 
court aa free from powder stain as when 
it was made. It was not loaded when the 
constable found it in Oliver's possession. 
There.wos just enough of evidence to 
show that Dompsy lost a watch in a brawl 
when ho was not sober; but all the cir- 
cumstantial evidence was in favor of the 
prisoners; and yet they nero sent to jail 
and kept there for five montlui without a 
trial. The slave that hears of this pro- 
ceeding will oak, ia it possible, in a coun- 
try where British justice sits under the 
shadow of the old Bag can a freeman be 
deprived of liia liberty by ignorance or 
ncgligonco? It liiippens occasionally ; but 
if justice sleeps the judges are always wide 
aw.dce, and every man in the province 
who- values his liberty will say — "Thank 
heaven, we have a supreme court judge 1" 



THE FORT SIMPSON LANDS. 

The apologist of the Toxada "steal" is 
very^ inuch concerned for the honor of the 
gpyernmentiiecauBe ^ number of citizens 
naver'aVailed' theihsblves of an undoubted 
privilege under the Act and applied to 
purchaao land situated at P(jrt fciimpson. 
Tho apologist assorts that the reserve on 
the lands was secretly lifted. To this wo 
reply that no reserve was over legally 
placed on tho lands. In 1880 a number 
of gentlemen applied for permission to 
purchase certain lands fronting on Port 
Simpson harbor. The Indian dcpart- 
inont objected to any lands being ailotod 
; on the Northwest coast until tlieae re- 
quired for the use of native tribes tiad 
been selected. The thou governmont 
"socrctlj" withdrew tho lands at Port 
Simpson from piirchii.ie. There was no 
proclamation in the (larA'tte; no otlicial 
notico publi.'ilied in the nt;wspapers or 
served on the applicants. They were 
simply told that after the Indian reserva- 
tions Iiad been selected the lands would 
be open to purchase. Last year Mr. 
O'Reilly, tho Indian commissioner, se- 
lected all the lands required fbr tho use 
of his wards. Tho Port Simpson section 
sras not included in any of tho reserva- 
tions. We liold, therefore, they were 
open to purchase under the Act of 1882. 
The organ says that the reserve was lifted 
by this government secretly. The reserve 
(if it over had a legal existence as such) 
wa.s lifted in tho same manner that it was 
imposed. If tlio course of the present 
government in raising tho embargo was 
irregular, that of the late governnient in 
enforcing it was equally so. Legally 
speaking there was never a reserve on the 
land at all; and therefore no action of 
this government was necessary. Now, 
with regard to tho Toxada scandal tho 
circumstances were entirely different. It 
was proved in evidence that the then 
premier and the then chief commissioner 
— armed with guns and Cshing-roda to 
hide thoir purpose— visited that island 
with tho party who took up those iron 
mines and placed them in their posses- 
sion; that the rights of parties lirat on 
the ground wore ignored and their claims 
refused registration at the land office. 
It was also shown that the then premier 
afterwards visited England upon oflicial 
lousiness at the expense of the province; 



that he carried with him maps of To.xada 
Island and the iron nrines situated 
thereon, and that lie (ictmillij offered them 
for stile in LmuIouH When any inan;°can 
truthfully paint so black a picture of cor- 
ruption of the present governmont, the 
lieutenant-governor should dismisi 
them from tho position of advisers. 
But let it bo understood that t\w. Sland- 
ard, which now raises its hands in assum- 
ed horror at tho perfectly honorable and 
straightforward conduct of the present 
governnient with regard to Simpson, e.x- 
cusod, endorsed and applauded tho con- 
duct of tho DeCosmos goverinnent re- 
gard to the Te.xada iron mines. The 
public may rest assiued that every step 
taken by the government in the matter 
of Port Simpson has been regular and 
honorable and the strictest inquiry ia in- 
vited into ^hat and every other act of the 
administration. 

But the premier has a.sked for a cum- 
mitteo of inquiry and tho house has grant- 
ed it. When that conmiitteo shall have re- 
ported it will be seen that the gov't's ac- 
tion was perfectly regular and that the 
slanderous remarks of tho Staiuhml have 
no foundation except in the corrupt mind 
(if its editor, whoso own reputaticui was ir- 
retrievably damaged by his connection 
with the 'i'exada iicandivl. 

THE BUDGET SPEECH. 

Tho fmanco minister made an able and 
lucid exposition of the financial condition 
of tho country yesterday. Figures are 
gonorally dry, but Mr. Kobaon succeeded 
in making them very interesting to the 
many hearers who crowded tho galleries 
and listoned with marked attention to his 
ekn)uent exposition. Tlie fact that the 
govoriinient is in a po.sition to provide a 
large expenditure in the districts for 
roads and bridges, to announce an im- 
migration policy, to increase tho educa- 
tional grant and to raise tho salaries of 
certain .underpaid oflicers, all without re- 
sorting to a loan, is very gratifying. Tho 
new government are winning golden opin- 
ions by thoir liberality and statesman- 
ship. Tho Budget Speech needs no re- 
view. It speaks for itself.

lion. Mr.Smitho said it was well known 
that tho government had been an.xiously 
awaiting tlie ratification by the Dominion 
gaverniiieiit of the arrangement come tu 
by the government agent and tlie pro- 
vincial government respecting the dry- 
dock, tile Island railway and the. main- 
land railway land.'t. On Friday last that 
ratification was received by telegraph 
from Ottowa and he would now lay the 
particulars before the house. At thu 
tune this government took oflice it was 
felt that the continued locking up of the 
mainland railway lands had retarded the 
progres.H and pro.si)erily of the country. 
Tho l.-iland railway lands had been locked 
up for a much longer period than the 
mainland lands to the great injury of this 
country and the drydook work had bo- 
comb a burthen which a majority of tho 
constituencies had decided could not be 
borne by the country. It was felt by this 
government when they took office that if 
the railway lands could bo thrown open, 
the Island railway built and the drydock 
com[)leted without costing thu pnivinco a 
dollar the country wouKl ho greatly ad- 
vantaged thereby. (Cheers.) Tho gov- 
ernment, therefore, adoiiti-d anil forward- 
ed a minute of council tn the Dominion 
giiveriunent. Tlu' pro|Hi.sitiiin wan tliattlie 
Uoiainioii should build thu Island rail- 
way, :is tlioy were formerly bound to do 
under the Carnarvon terms; that the 
mainland lands should be thrown opun to 
sottlement and that tho drydock shtMild 
be built by the Dominion after the pro- 
vince had bi'en reimbursed for the ex- 
|)enditnro wliich had been made. In 
1870, Hon. Mr. Trutch |)ropiised ti.i tlu? 
Walkem government that lauds in lieu of 
wortlduss lands along tho mainland rail- 
way btdt should be given the Dominion 
governuieut . Tho Walkem governmont 
replied that wlien the Doniiiiiuii showed a 
dis[)OKitioii !.o "actively prosecute" tho 
railway the application would receive a 
gonerous consideration. From '.lu^ 
date uf that reply, although railway work 
was actively prosecuted, until this gov- 
ernnient came into ollicu no steps had 
been taken to remove the resi'rve from 
tho lands. The princi[)le of oompcuisa- 
ting tho Dominion governmoiit for worth- 
less lands, had been conceded by tho late 
governmont and the present governmont 
ill considering the matter thought it hot- 
ter to act without waiting until the lands 
had b('en surveyed ti> ascertain what 
were worthless and what were good 
ill the railway belt. In lieu 
of the worthless land thi.i government of- 
fered 1,000,000 acroa to bo taken in blocks 
of not less than 500,000 acres. Tliu is- 
land railway lands had been reserved 
.•jince 1873 when it was believed tlio line 
of railway would come via Bute Inlet. It 
ia now known that such will not be 
tho cnae, and this governmont oU'ered the 
pominion government no greater quanti- 
ty of land than that offered by the 
lato government to SiPCharlos Tupper in 
• 13S1. These proposals were forwarded 
to Ottawa, and after waiting a reasonable 
time for an answer a telegram was sent to 
the Dominion government r-.".; nesting an 
"Fiiiawer, so that tho matter might bo dealt 
with this session. The answer telegraphed 
was that tho Hon. Mr. Trutch would 
leave at once with the terms which had 
been iiractically accepted with certain 
inodit'icatidiis. On Mr. Trutch's return 
to "N'ictoria an interview was had with 
liiin. 'i'lie modification proved to be that 
instead of the alternato blocks of land 
proposed the Duiniliion goveriiiiieiit asked 
all the lands that had been conveyed for 
railway purposes, under the Clements 
syndicate bill. That bill, it was conteiid- 
od by tho Dominion govorninoiit, relieved 
them of all responsibility tu build the is- 
land railway, but they would fccure 
tho construction of tho line if all the lands 
that had been conveyed to Clements were 
conveyed to the Dominion, and if instead 
of 1,000,000 acres on the mainland the 
grant were increased to 2,000,01)0 acres. 
This governmont earnestly pressiid on the 
attention of tho Dominion agent tho ne- 
cessity of tho Dominion accepting a 
smaller grant of land than had liiu'ii given 
Cleiiieiits Co., and the Doiiiinicm agent 
finally agreed to roliiiquish a curtain por- 
tion of the railway landa, accepting in lieu 
500,600 acres of land on the mainland. 
The Hmount relinquished on tho island 
is lioU.OOO acres. (Hear, hear.) The 
government being impressed with the ne- 
cessity for securing the iiiiiiiediate cmi- 
atruction of tho island railway aa well as 
tho opening of tho railway lands on tho 
mainland, tho building of the dry dock by 
tho Dominion and the termination of tho 
long and weary period of waiting and non- 
progression, agreed to acceed to the re- 
quest for the additional 1,000,000 acres, 
provideil it were taken in ono block oast 
of the Rocky i\Ioiiiitaiiis, wlioro, at pre- 
sent at least, tho land was inaccessible to 
us and consequently of little or no juac- 
tical value to tho province. (Hear, hear.) 
Tlnit hnd been accepted Ijy the Dominion 
agi;iit and on that basis the settlement 
had boon made which secured the 
island railway, the dry dock and the 
immediate opening up of the lands. This 
agreement was sent to Ottawa three weeks 
ago and the ratilication, as already stated, 
had been received. (Cheers.) He hoped 
to bo ill a po.sition to-day to lay before 
the Iiouue a bill embodying the agrco- 
luuiit, and in a few daya to announce 
tho prorogation of the ^houso. (Pro- 
longed cheers.) 

Mr. Beaven said that ho would move 
for the production of all papers 'cdiinect- 
dd with the negotiations. 

Hon. Mr. Smitlio said every document 
connected with tho negotiations would be 
printed and laid before the house. 
■ Carried— ^Messrs. Beaven, Armstrong 
and Duck in the negative— thu pre- 
mier declining to come to an understand- 
ing with the leader of the.oppr)siti'.Jii re- 
specting a further postponement of the 
second reading. 

SUITLV. 

Mr. Beaven asked if tho government 
intended to go intb committee on the 
oatimatoa to-day? 

Hon. Mr> Smitho said he proposed that 
there should bo it pro forma vote to-day 
on a single item and afterwards the com- 
mittco would riseand yepqrt,,( !i.i 

Mr. Beaven said that course was un- 
heard of and contrary to parliamontrry 
practice. The leader of the governnient 
iiad a.s.^iired him that the estimates would 
not be considered without duo notice. 

Hon. Mr. S,mithe replied that the hon. 
goiitloinan forgot that several weeks ago 
tho necessary supply resolution' -'wjts! ad- 
opted unanimously. The estimates had 
awaiced the sottloinont of the railway ro- 
solutiun with the Dominion government, 



and had been framed in accordance there- 
\ntli. However, if the hon. gentleman 
wished thochouso could procaed with 
question of the motion that it go into com- 
mittee' of supply and he would not ask the 
house to pass a single vote -to-day. Hia 
object was to expedite matters. 

ISIr. Beaven said ho did not feel pre- 
pared to go into tho matter to-day. 

Hon. Mr. llobaon explained that tho 
motion was merely formal. The lion, 
gedtleman need not ba alarmed at tho 
prospect of tho budget speech. It would 
be very harmless, (Laughter.) Under 
existing circumstances, rules had to bend 
to the urgent exigencies of hon. members. 
He li(ipt?d the hon. ^eiitlomaii would al- 
low him to make his little budget speech, 
because ho could not carry it much longer. 
(Great laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Smitho would consent to an 
adjournment till 7^ o'clock to-night. 

Hon. Mr. llobson hoped he would have 
an opportunity to deliver himself now. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Boaven was sorry the promise of 
the leader of tliu governinoiit had not 
been kept. 

Mr. Dunsmuir wished to know how 
h.ng tlit! leader of the opposilion wished 
to keep tho members in Victoria? (Hear, 
hear.) 

Hon. l\Ir. Smitho said his promise had 
been kept in the spirit as well as in the 
letter'. All ho now asked was fur the 
house to allow' the budget speech to be 
made and then to rise. 

Mr. Duck said if tho delivery of tho 
budget speech was a matter of life or 
death with the tliianco minister ho hoped 
he'd be allowed to deliver it. It would bo 
a iiity if he wore to explode aa the wea- 
ther is warm and no one had any timo to 
attend funerals. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. R(d)son said ho would relieve 
the anxiety of the honorable leader of the 
O|ipositioii and proceed to deliver wduit- 
was popularly called the budget speech. 
About a year ago his honorable predecea- 
Hor had aunouneed to tho house a surplus 
of $17,000; and in doing that said it was 
I he first time in tho history of the prov- 
incu that such a thing had occurred. Had 
the aiinoiincenient boon correct it would 
have been a great feather in his cap; but 
he (hon. Mr. Robaon) regretted to say 
that Iiad certain debeiiturea issued under 
the 187H loan been properly provided for, 
tho boasted "surplus" of §17,000 would 
have been transformed into a deficit of 
.^:!!,000. According to a carefully com- 
|)iled statement prepared and signed by 
the i'.uditor, tlioro was an actual deficit on 
the 3l8t January last, of §70,0-15 70. At 
the present timo tho debt of the province 
stood :

Referring to tho estimated increase in 
marriage licenses, tho honorable gentle- 
man facctiuusly remarked that under tho 
improved and happy condition of affairs 
it was reasonable to suppose that there 
would bo a large increase in matrimonial 
ventures. (Laughter.) Under the late 
government policy there had bcicn a largo 
falling ollin those enterprises. (Laiigli- 
tor.) Next there w<nild be a reimbur.-io- 
ment to the province of §250,000 from 
the Dominion on account of dy dockox- 
peuditnre. (Cheers.) Every honorahlo 
member ahould be glad to Ibid that this 
important smii was at the disposal of tho 
goveriiniciit. (Hear, hear.) Without 
this sum available a loan would have been 
necessary to enable the government to 
carry on important public works and im- 
provements. (Hear.) A slight decreaso 
in some items of rovenun was next con- 
sidered, as follows:

The govorniuent might be agreeably or 
disagreeably disappointed in respect to 
somi.- items in the estimated increase; 
but great care had been taken in their 
preparation, and if the leader of the op- 
))osition should next year allow him (Mr. 
Robson) to ataiid in the present place 
(laughter), ho befleved it would be found 
that the present estimates and receipts 
bad been largely oxceodod (boar). Brit- 
ish Columbia was about to enter on a 
career of prosperity which would be as 
gratifying as it was unprecedented. The 
estimated oxpeiidituro was §543,938.50, 
which loft a sum of about $125,000 for 
which provision had not yet been ' made 
t(j oxpond ' in the tho present eatiihates. 
The principal items of increased exp.endi- 
ture were as follows: —

Provision was made for a fourth port- 
folio, although tho government had not 
made up its mind that a fourth miiiiator 
was necessary. TIio remainder of the 
items of increase under the bead of civil 
service were of aalariea, wliicii tiio govern- 
ment agreeing, partly with tiio civil ser- 
vice committee, were of opinion should 
bo raised (hear, liear). Ho only regret- 
ted that tho government aould not have 
gone further in this direction. He be- 
lieved in compensating oflicials reasona- 
biy.and increases only hBd.heen.'mt^'do in 
cases where tho salaries fell holow a rcaa- 
onablo figure. The increase in tlie ad- 
ministration of justice chiefly arose from 
the provisio'n in the bill to pay jurors. It 
was an act of justice to men who wore 
called from their business and farms to do 
jury duty, and no fair minded perspn 
would begrudge them; ithevsupi/ asked; 
(cbeera). The increase in the edu(»tibhal' 
grant was ' about- 80000 and in public 
works "aboiit igiOOi.OOO (hear). These 



items of increase would,- he felt assured, 
meet with the approval of every hon. 
member. The government had been un- 
able iu tho past few years to vote a aufH- 
cient sum to properly ii\aintain existing 
works; but the country, as bo had 
already remarked, stood on the verge of 
great prosperity, and if we were to take 
advantage of that prosperity public works 
must be maintained in a condition of 
etliciency. . Tho matter then stood 
thus: — 

Vote for Education proper, say §(10,000 
" " Increaae, say !),000 
" " Buildings " 0,000 
" " Decrease " 750 
Number Districts, 58 
" Increase, 8 
Increaso of Teachera, 9 

The educational grant had grown since 
1872 from §40,000 to §GO,000. The av- 
erage cost per scholar bad decreased from 
§90 in 1872 to §72 in 1883. As the pop- 
ulation iiicroaaea thero will be a further 
proportionifto decreaao. Tho average at- 
tendance was, owing tho paiicity of the 
population, very low. By adding 25 per 
cent, to 00,000 now required wo would bo 
enabled to educate twice the number of 
children that we do now. The hon. gun- 
tloman mentioned aa a consoling circum- 
atanco that the cost of educating chil- 
dren in Massachusetts was $3.2iO to the 
entire population a head, while in Britiah 
Columbia it was §2.40 to tho entire popu- 
lation. Wo had no right to expect that 
tho best clasa of population would remain 
ill or como to this country if there was 
not placed within thoir reach a libera 
common school ayatom of education. In 
nearly all of thu numerous letters ho 
bad received from intending immigrants 
ho was asked, what aro your educational 
facilities! lie was always able to return 
a satisfying answer. Persons who at- 
tached importance to this were the nioat 
desirable class of immigrants to attract to 
the province. (Hear.) He had not in- 
tended to make a long-winded speech, 
had avoided irritating topics, but ho must 
say that tho policy of the lato government 
had befell a mistake. In an ctl'ort to 
inako the e.X[ienditure conform with the 
revenue, they had injured rather than 
benefitted the pioneer by a chocso-par- 
iiig and hide-bound policy. (Cheers.) 
The province had until lately been, in a 
deplorable condition. The population had 
boon like tho two boya who shut them- 
.solvea up in a room and traded jack- 
knives under the iuipressioii that they 
were doing a thriving business. The 
peoide of the province liad been trading 
so long with each other with the same 
coins that they could -almost recognize 
every piece. (Laughter.) Thu late govern- 
ment Iiad devised schemes to squeeze- re- 
venue from the people instead of pursuing 
a course that would have increased the 
population and caused the revenue to ex- 
pand. One of tho first atepa the govern- 
ment had taken waa to inaugurate a large 
and comprehensive immigration policy. 
(Cheers.) This, among other things, 
would assist in placing the country on the 
top wave of the tlood-tide of prosperity 
which had already begun to flow and 
which, if not., takoii advantage of, would 
leave the country like a stranded crab on 
the beach". (Cheers.) Tho construction 
of new and tho improvement and restora- 
tion of present roads would enable the 
farmers to bring their produce to the 
markets. When tho house went into the 
estimates and hoard tho explanations of 
the chief commissioner of lands and works 
it would be seen that the works proposed 
aro of a character to help on the people 
now in the country and to induce others 
to enter and make their homes among us. 
Negotiations were pending to induce tho 
Dominion governnient to assist the work 
of bringing immigrants into the country. 
Ho had reason to believe that the Do- 
minion goveriiiueiit would take the re- 
sponsibility of establishing an immigration 
agency and erecting immigration sheds at 
New Weatminater and Victoria. Tho 
Dominion governmont had thought there 
waa an indisposition on the part of the late 
provincial govorniuent to join in a aclieme 
of tho kind. Every intelligent inind 
now recognized that tho true cure of the 
Chine.so evil was to induce a continual 
flow of white labor into tho province. — 
(Cheers.) If in the past, instead of allow- 
ing hordes of Chinatnen to come in an in- 
telligent scheme for Uie encouragement of 
white immigration had been inaugurated, 
then no excuse couKi have been found for 
the employment of Chiiicao labor. Chinese 
labor could be made unprofitable, and if 
when white labor became more plentiful 
there was not a check put to Chinese im- 
migration, tho government would bo in a 
position to demand restrictive legislative 
action. The honorable gentleman then 
referred to the scheme for opening Koot- 
enay to aettlement and prophesied tliat 
when the Eaglo Pass-gateway was thrown 
open by the building of the wagon road a 
stream of immigration would pour into 
Ivooteiiay and soon make it by this means 
a revenue producing part of British Colum- 
bia. It was easy for a minister to sit in 
his oflice and devise schoniea for squeez- 
ing all tho revenue ho could out of a peo- 
ple; but that was not an evidence of 
statesniansliip. The aim of a true states- 
man should be to consider and carry out 
schemes to bring in population. Inhabi- 
tants wore the true revenue-producing 
source and undoubtedly should be en- 
couraged. Schools ahould bo eatablishod 
in remote districts should bo brought 
nearer the trade centres by tlie'opnstruc- 
tion of good roads and safe bridges. With- 
out these tho broad acres of a country 
would not be worth taking aa a gift, and 
the few people who came to live in it 
would become impoverished and discon- 
tented. Tho honorable gentleman closed 
amid loud cheers after drawing a bright 
picture of the prosperity that was in store 
for the people after many years of disap- 
pointment and unrequited patience. 

Mr. Boaven said ho was n6t prepared to 
continue the discussion to-day. 

. Hon. Mr. Smithe— Then adjourn till 
eleven o'clock 'to-morrow morning. 

Mr. Reavoii asked for an adjournment 
till 2 o'clock p.m., roinarkiiig that if that 
favor were granted he would not oppose 
another adjournment. 

On motion of hon. Mr. Smitho an ad- 
journment was then had to 2 o'clock 
Tuesday.

TEE GHAFFLEU DZSASTER. 

Zuquest on'tbe Body of Sonald Kc- 
Phail. 

Yesterday morning the adjourned in- 
quest on the body of Donald McPhiiil was 
continued at the police court before cor- 
oner, the Hon. .\. P. Pfinberton, at 11 
o'clock. 

Deputy Attorney General Irviiii; at- 
tended on behalf of the government. Mr. 
Pooloy appeared on behalf of the owners 
of the Orappler. 

Mr. M. C. Brown sworn — I have known 
Donald McPhail, the deceased, all last 
winter. I saw his body at tho o[)eiiiiig of 
the inquest at iMr. llayward'a store, on 
Saturday. I heard him say he w.as going 
in the Grappler a day or two before she 
left on her last trip. Ho said ho intend- 
ed going with Mr. McAllister up to a fish- 
ery. 

John McAllister sworn— I have known 
deceased four or tivo months, and I en- 
gaged him to go up with me to a iiahery. 
I engaged him as a lisherinaii to go up 
the Gardiner's Channel. I saw him alive 
last on the evening of Sunday week on 
board tho Grapplor, then near Seymour 
narrows. He was a passongor. • 1 sjioke 
to Mr. H. Saunders about his passage. 
Ho replied if there were five or six men 
it would be all right. I was also a pas- 
senger. Tho last time I saw him idivo 
was in his berth in the mate's room. Tho 
body was found while I was away at Na- 
naimo. I saw it on Saturday last. I 
know ho came from Canada and am ac- 
(luainted '.vith a cousin of hi.s in cliargo of 
the Cassiar trail named Cameron. I 
should think ho was about fifty years of 
He was single and about seven yeans in 
the employ of Captain Irving as a night- 
watchman. 

The fiiKMnan, Mr. Dale, wished to have 
some iiifuriiiatiou ai to the origin' of the 
fire. 

Witness — The lire came from the back 
connection of the boiler. 'J'lio engineer 
reported it to tho captain. The captain 
and I discovered it at tho back of the 
boiler. . When I saw the bhizo coming 
against tho bulk head I went on dock. 
The engineer in the meantime was bring- 
ing tlie iio.so. 1 went aft to clear tho 
boats. One boat was thrown into the wa- 
ter and I jumped after it and swam till I 
reached tho boat and got in. Tlie oa()tain 
ordered the vessel to be headed toward 
tho Vancouver ahurc. 1 started for the 
opposite shore. I found a broom and tho 
other man in tlie boat a bamboo cane, and 
we picked up six or seven men before we 
reached the shore. Wo then put oyl* 
again and got another boatful of men. 

To the jury — The boat had a captain, 
mate, pilot, purser, two white men, deck 
hands, and engineer. Saw .some life 
buoya. I had a talk with Mr. Steele that 
evening and ho showed mo the donkey 
engine and started it. There were boats 
for all on board. There wore ton oars. I 
don't know if the Grappler had a certifi- 
cate for passengers. Everything was com- 
fortable and I L'oiiaidered alio was in good 
order. She had a full freight. Tlie dis- 
tance between the boiler and the bulk 
head was from n foot to eighteen inches. 
Tho iron work was further oU". Passen- 
gers had boon in tho habit of cooking 
there, but hatches had been put to pre- 
vent them. ' There was no iron sheathing 
on the bulkhead. There was a man pull- 
ed part of a sail froni the deck over tho 
boiler. I had no interest in the boat ex- 
cept in freight. There were 6 white men 
and one Chinaman going up with mo. 
Tlio engineer said, ''don't pull I ho canvas 
out. " I think the fire was communicated 
from tho heat of tho back connection; it 
is a bad system, Imt tlioro are quite a 
nnniber of steamers with boilers .set in 
the same way. If the steamer could have 
been stopped everybody could have boon 
saved with ease, but no one could go near 
the engine room. It is dillicult to launch 
a boat with a vessel going eight miles an 
hour in the dark, and in tlio midst of 
great excitement. The oars stowed on 
the house belonged to us, but tlicy did 
come down when the man jumped up to 
hand them. Tho ongine stopped at last, 
ho presumed from there being no more 
water in the boiler. She wont from shore 
to shore several times. The vessel luid 
two boats, a largo and a medium sized one 
with oara in them. 

To Mr. Pooley — Tho cargo consisted of 
provisions, goods, etc. She was in light 
trim, I know that the donkey was in 
good order. There was a lot of powder 
discharged at Nanaimo. It was on the 
upper deck at the stern. Tho stcainer 
floated from 10 p.m. to 3 a.m., going 
backwards and forwards from one side of 
the straits to the other. I was afraid, to 
go out any more because I had no oars. 

To a jurymaiii— On the otitbreak of tho 
fire everyone 'seemed to be turning out. 
Several of those on board had life pre- 
servers including tho captain and engin- 
eer. There used to be lota of them on 
board. The captain called a number of 
tho p.i.s3ongera. The vessel wont oil" 
through tho Narro-.vs about 14 iiiiloa about 
3 o'clock in tho moiiiing. 

Dr. 11. S. Bontley sworn — 1 am a bach- 
elor of iiiodiciiio of tho University of To- 
ronto. I have soon the body of Donald 
McPliail. I saw it on Saturday at the 
opening of the inquest. His death re- 
sulted from drowning. There wore tho 
marks of burns on tho palm the left 
hand, on tho back of tho rigli -^and and 
also on the face. fj 

Arthur Vipond sworn— I j *uho steam- 
boat inspector. .1 was.thcy.aspector of 
hulls and boilers'. , I inspected tho Grap 
pier on the I7th March last. The certifi- 
cate is deposited with the collector of oua- 
toms. I produce a copy of tho rogiator. 

Tho coroner told the witnes.s that ho 
was not bound to answer any (luestions 
that might criminate himaolf, 'I'liu regis- 
ter wiia put in as evidence. 

Witness then road the extract concern- 
ing the inspection of tho vessel from his 
book. The owners were Warren &■ 
Saunders, Victoria, Master, J. P. .Tagors, 
name and class of engineer at time of in- 
spection, FuUerton, 3d cl.vss; gruaa ton- 
nage, 21H.10tons, deduc-liona 57.44 tons, 
registered tonnage, 160.(16; date of in- 
spection March 17, 1.S.S3, date of issue of 
certificate .same, dt;.s(;ription, freight and 
tug boat, screw propc^ller; routo, coast 
British C()luuibia; built in England, time 
unknown; dimensioiia of hull, fenglh 
108.3 foot, beam 21.7, hold 7.7; material, 
wood; diameter cylinder, 1 foot '3h inches; 
8trokol8 inches^; 1 boiler, 5 feet, inches 
in diameter, length 15 feet, 8 inches, 
width of boiler across front, 7 foot, 4 in.;

LIELAHCaOLYEVISENOES OF TZE 
LATE BISASTEB. 

Socosslon at ISetlakalitla— Belies of a 
Fomor Murder. 

CP. N. Go's steamer Otter, Capt. 
Meyer, came in from 'VVrangel and way 
ports Sunday night. On Saturday last, 
when abovo Seymour Narrows, she passed 
floating a largo white object which at first 
w.as supposed to be a huge dead fish, belly 
up ; but aubsequently Indiana came off in 
canoes and told the captain of tho Grap- 
plor disaster. It was then supposed thai 
the object aeeii was a body with a white 
shirt on. .Soon afterward a ladder, aome 
barrels, and pieces of wreckage were 
passed in the Narrows. Then two In- 
dian canoes with some objects in each 
(probably bodies) hailed tho Otter ; but 
she did not stop. She then ran on to the 
Indian village whore particulars of tho 
awful disaster were obtained. The canoes 
were seen coming on in the distance, but 
the Otter did not await their arrival. 

At Bella Bella tho H. B. Co. have re- 
tired from the trading post, and Mr. John 
Clayton has taken over the goods and 
store, and is putting up fisiiuig buildings. 
Ho will establish a branch at Bella Coola. 

Indians aro getting many fur seals, but 
not more than one-half the hunters have 
gone out, owing to the low price of furs. 

A trunk whicli had belonged to a white 
man who w.as supposed to have been mur- 
dered at Chinaman Hat, 40 miles from 
Bella Bella, has been found in tho woods 
near whore tlio murder was always 
thought to have been perpetrated. It is 
filled with clothing and other articles. 
.\n Indian named " Peter " was tried at 
Victoria for the murder and acijuitted. 
A short time ago a canoe which had be- 
longed tho luurdercd man was found in 
tho same forest, covered over with sticks 
and brush. 

Edward Dow. a sick man from Wran- 
gel, was broiiglit down on the Otter. 

At Metlakalitla all ia ([uiet. There lias 
boon no interference with Mr. Duncan's 
mission since the stand-up fight of the 
bishop with tho natives ; but Rov. Mr. 
Toinlinaoii has seceded from the bishop 
and joined Mr. Duncan's mission as sur- 
geon and clergyman. 



Still Another Firo- 



Shortly after nine o'clock last night an 
alarm of firo was given from thi},hook and 
ladder houso. Sparks and volumes of 
smoke plainly showed tho location of the 
lire, wliicli proved to be a stable on Blali- 
chard Street, the property of Mr. A. 
Phillips, and used by him as a stable, 
containing at tho time two horses, a bug- 
gy and a quantity of provender. Tho 
heat of the flames from the burning shed 
which burned with great rapidity, was so 
great aa to bo plainly felt on the opposite 
side of the street. The fire companies 
wore Boon on tho. spot and quickly at 
work, tho Tiger company getting first wa- 
ter. An old bake houso adjoining next 
fell a victim to tho fiery element. Ono 
of the horses confined in the stable, being 
unable to extricate itself, was burnt to 
tleaili. Tho other poor animal burst out 
of the shed by its own exertions, though 
not before it was so frightfully burnt that 
it will probably be shot. Througli the 
eflorts of the firemen damage to adjacent 
buildings waa prosonted. The cause of 
the fire at present remains a mystery. It 
is high time, however, that an official in- 
vestigation \yere held as to tho origin of 
these too frequent conflagrations. Tho 
horse and buggy Inirned belonged to Mr. 
Wilson Brown. The animal was valued 
at §250. 

Tho Hoyal Oolumhian Hospital. 

To the Editor:— It was intended to 
accommodate the unfortunate. Over 
twenty of them are there afflicted with 
wounds, paralysis, and other diseases that 
kill slowly. Up to the middle of April 
tho hospital was a home for tliese men; 
but now it is a postliouse, and they are in 
terror of tlioir lives. Six days ago five of 
tho new directors signed an order to the 
hospital steward directing htm to admit 
a man afliictod with scarlet fever. This 
order was against the rules of tho insti- 
tution. The doctor ordered the steward 
to place the i)atient in tho ward farthest 
from tho other patients and to provide a 
nurse. Tho danger of permitting the 
steward to attend the patient in fever and 
tho other patients was apparent to the 
doctor; but tho steward failed to get a 
nurse and ia forced to attend all the in- 
mates! The cruelty of sending this 
patient in fever to live or die with twenty 
invalids ia apparent to every one who is 
not a director. The government should 
hold the doctor responsible for tho health 
of tho inmates. Tho ([uestioii ia, waa it 
his duty to obey the order of tho directors 
and endanger tho lives of all the patients 
in the hospital? If ho must obey such 
orders it is evident ho cannot do his 
duty.
